leggers, a nd Bystander 
Wounded — Assailants In 
Auto. 


The rul a-tat-taU of a gangster m a ­ 
chine gun 
and 
shotguns 
broke the 
Thanksgiv ing quiet of the South Side 
Thursday night in Chicago and when 
the smok« * of the battle had cleared 
tw o notorious 
gangsters 
and a by­ 
stander lay 
wounded 
in the street, 
th e result of a renewal of the w ar of 
exterm ination between riv al hands of 
bootleggers and gangsters. 
The v ictims 
of T hursday 
night’s 
outbreak were Thomas 
and Charles 
O ’Donnell, 
bootlegging 
gangsters j 
brothers of Edw ard (“ Spike” ) O’Don­ 
nell, who has 
engaged in 
the “ beer 
ra cket.” 
; 
The bystander who 
was wounded j 
was Charles 
B arrett, and 
standing , 
only a few feet from the scene of the 
shooting was John Conroy, county a s ­ 
sessor, who was unhurt. 
The battle 
was as spectacular as 
th a t waged 
in State street, 
on the 
N orth side, a few 
weeks ago, 
when 
sev eral gangsters were shot by riv als 
hidden in an apa rtm ent building and 
arm ed with a machine gun. 
The O’Donnell brothers were cor­ 
nered by sev eral men riding in an a u ­ 
tomobile from which bristled the m uz­ 
zles 
of a machine 
gun and 
sev era1 
shotguns. 
Charles O’Donnell had left the home 
of 
Miss 
M argaret 
Burns, 
and his 
brother, Thomas, at the same moment 
came out of a cigar store across the 
.street when the a uto m o bile pulled up 
a few feet distant. 
One man leaped from the autom o­ 
bile with 
a shotgun, 
and, running 
across the street, pointed it as ( harles 
O ’Donnell and fired. 
As if the first 
shot was a signal, the occupants of 
the automobile blazed aw ay with shot 
guns and a machine gun, raking the 
s tre e t in the v icinity of the 0 ‘Don-i 
nells with more than 100 shots while 
pedestrains scurried for cov er. 
Charles O’Donnell fell at the f i r s t . 
shot and his brother was struck while 
one slug hit B arrett, a bystander.

a u t o m o b i l e owned by the O ’Donnells, 
parked nearby, was sw ept with b ul­ 
lets, hut it was unoccupied. 
It at first was reported th a t there 
also was firing from a second au to­ 
mobile loaded with gangsters, b ut po­ 
lice were unable to v erify the report. 
Charles 
O’Donnell, 
shot thru 
his 
back, was found in a hospital by po­ 
lice * His condition is serious. Thom as 
was shot in his arm and his wound is 
not serious. 
He was taken to a hos­ 
pital where he refused to giv e any in­ 
form ation to police, contending he did 
not know has assailants. 
B arrett 
w as struck in 
his right 
shoulder and 
said he 
knew nothing 
about the shooting.

| The O’Donnelss gang was one of the 
first beer running bands on the South

Most everyone having anything to do 
with horses is familiar with botflies 
and the annoyance they cause the a n i­ 
mals during Hie summer when they 
are active in laying their eggs on the 
hairs of the legs, throat or lips. 
Few 
horsemen realize, however, the in ju­ 
rious effects of the hot or maggot 
stage. 
In biting or licking itself the 
horse takes the eggs Into the mouth, 
from where they reach the stomach 
and Intestines, developing into the hot 
or maggot stage. 
Here the hots re 
main for several months before being 
developed fully and passed out. 
D ur­ 
ing this time they not only interfere 
with digestion hut may actually cause 
stoppage and result in death, 


Early Winter Treatmen t. 
Investigations conducted a n umber 
of years ago in Italy showed that hots 
within horses could be destroyed by 
administering carhon-disulpliide cap­ 
sules. 
This treatm en t has been tested 
by the United States D epartm en t of 
Agriculture and found to he very ef­ 
fective. 
A very im portan t con sidera­ 
tion in obtaining the best results is 
the m atter of time of treatm en t, says 
the department. 
Carbon 
dlsulphide 
will remove many hots at any time of 
the year, hut the greatest efficiency 
can he obtained in win ter months, 
preferably 
December 
or 
Jan uary. 
Early winter treatm en t is advisable, 
because horses freed from the para­ 
sites early will pass the w in ter In bet 
ter condition. 
Encouraging Results. 
In the last few years a number of 
communities have attem pted hot con ­ 
trol 
by systematic treatm en t of all 
d o n k ey s, mules, horses and colts. 
Re­ 
sults 
have been 
encouraging. 
Not 
only has the an noyance from nose 
botflies and other botflies been greatly 
decreased after a single year’s ef­ 
fort but a general Improvement lias 
been reported in the condition and 
health of the horses. 
It appears en ­ 
tirely feasible, especially in regions 
where there are very few horses on 
pasture, to eradicate horse bots bv 
a 
combination 
of the 
carhon-disul- 
phlde treatm en t and the application of 
washes 
for the destruction 
of 
the 
eggs. 
Every horse should be washed 
with a 2 per cent coal-tar creosote dip 
to destroy the young hots which re ­ 
main dorman t in the eggs. 
Thorough 
treatm en t of all an imals in a commu­ 
nity should be very profitable it con­ 
tinued two or three years. 
IteinTesta­ 
tion 
is not liable to occur 
ex cept 
where un treated an imals are brought 
in, as it is believed the flies do not 
travel more than half u mile.

Some week?! ago the 
press of this continent c h r o n i c l e d the 
death of Abe Stott, characterized tile 
original “hard luck” miner of this dis­ 
trict. 
The story was told how Stott 
had sold 
for $500 a claim 
which 
brought its purchaser a cool half mil­ 
lion. 
Since Stott’s (leatii the story of his 
early adventures in the Cariboo coun­ 
try has been told by old-timers who 
knew him well and were in tile terri­ 
tory when he listened to wiseacres 
who told him There could not be gold 
in ids holdings and witnessed him sell 
his birthright for a mess of pottage. 
Pat McKenna, a young Irish police­ 
man, fresh from tile Chicago bl tie-coat­ 
ed force, gets a place In this story, be­ 
cause, if lie had not made Stott’s ac­ 
quaintance the Englishman probably 
never would have made his strike. 
McKenna made his way up to Bark- 
erville, the headquarters of the Cari­ 
boo miners and after a week of trying 
to drink the hardened miners under 
tile table, he decided to seek a quieter 
spot. 
He ran into Stott, who told him 
of the quietude around Eight-Mile lake 
where lite fish hit well. 
Find Gold Near Camp. 
A week iii the new atmosphere was 
enough for the young Irishman to 
throw off the effect of his drinking 
bout and give him his fill of fishing. 
He derided he would do some prospect­ 
ing. 
He did not know how to go 
about it and Stott, si window dresser, 
could give him little assistance. 
So 
P at decided to start right at the camp. 
He dug a hole in front of the tent 
and washed the dirt In tin* brook 
which ran by. 
Presently he discovered 
nuggets in the bottom of his pan, even 
though practical miners said forma­ 
tion of tile ground barred gold. 
Vet 
the part liars turned iii* gold nuggets 
whenever linty felt like palming ii bar­ 
rowful. 
Ceca si on alii’ they went out, 
fished a day or two and replenished 
their {Kikes for months at a time. 
Even then Hie scientists wouldn’t 
admit gold was there in paying quan­ 
tities. 
Eventually Stott became dis­ 
heartened and sold his share in the 
claim to Hilly Ogden, an old-time pros­ 
pector. for $50f). 
Ogden and McKenna worked their 
claim for a while and when a Minne­ 
apolis 
Hum 
named Hannah offered 
them $10,000 for their property they 
grabbed it before the 
buyer 
could 
change his mind. 
Hannah began In­ 
tensive work on tile mine and when 
lie got through with it he bud taken 
gold to the value of $300,000 from his 
claim. 
Pat Buys a Saloon. 
McKenna took his $8*000 and bought 
a saloon from a smart business wom­ 
an. 
Tile open-hearted Irishman had 
trusted Hie woman and she had taken 
advantage of him, stripping Hie place 
of nearly everything of vitae before 
she turned it over to him. 
Pat was 
not a success as a saloonkeeper and 
Hie business deteriorated to such an 
extent that lie, too, was soon out in 
the hills, prospecting in earnest, 
But he had left jt until too int*'. 
Repeated and continued efforts to up­ 
hold ids reputation as a drinker had 
undermined Ids health. 
“Be the how ii es,” lie often declared, 
“ye can’t beat thin) ould Cariboo min 
ers anywhere.” 
Pat died a few months later and 
was buried in the hills he loved so 
well. And now ids partner has passed 
on.
